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Tlie  lovra  Crop  and  Livestock  Re^ortin^  Service  is  the  loiva  unit  of  a  na- 
tion-vade  orr;ani zation  which  is  entrusted  vith  the  responsibility  o;?  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics   is   &  division  of  the  loi/a  State  Department  of  Agriculture  ^roi-lcing 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Ilarketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Depart?-ient  of  Agriculture,     The  year  19G9  raarked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  progrsin  of  the  loira  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  sumjuary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lor/a 
and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  cii  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
orgrm"ations_,   commercial  interests^  teachers,  legislators,   and  county.  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tii.ic .     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  coujity  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from,  existing  State 
and  rcdcral  docuiTients  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  Y,  Strand, 
State~vn.de  "Tork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  "".Tork  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72-5-56  flemished  the  material  for  Tables  23  and  25. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Jorvice  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  m-atcrials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  lov/a 
Agricultural  Experim.ent  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series*    Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.

Van  Buren  County  was  established  in  December,  1836,   and  nes^^ed  for  Ilartin 
Van  Buron  v^ho  had  been  elected  President  of  the  United  States.    At  that  time. 
Van  Bvren  County  included  a  portion  of  Davis  County.     In  1838,  this  portion 
was  ceded  to  Drvis  County,  but  the  area  of  Van  Buren  County  v/as  increased  to 
its  present  size  by  the  s.ddition  of  toriltory  formerly  embraced  in  Henry  and 
Demoine  countie s . 

The  first  settler  in  the  county  was  Abel  Galland  who  took  a  claim  near 
the  present  site  of  Farmington  in  1832.     John  Silvers  settled  in  the  county 
in  1035,  but  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  he  sold  his  claim  to  a  Ilr,  Ceicler, 
whose  v/ife  was  the  first  white  woman  in  the  county.     In  1837  a  company  pur- 
chased the  Geigler  land  and  laid  out  a  torn  which  was  named  Keoso.uqua,  the 
Indian  nomc  for  the  Des  lloines  River.    Kany  towns  were  platted  in  the  early 
days  end  county-seat  rivalry  was  very  sharp.     In  1839  the  Le^^islature  located 
the  county-sen.t  at  Rochester,  but  the  C-overnor  vetoed  it.     In  the  scxie  year, 
hov.'-ever,   comi-n.ssioners  chosen  by  the  Le';,islature  located  the  county-seat  at 
Keosauqua.     The  old  Des  Moines  Valley  ::!.ailroad  vfas  the  first  railroad  in  Van 
Buren  County,  l/ 

Area 

Van  Buren  County  has  an  area  of  477  square  miles,  or  305,280  acres.  2/ 
Of  this  muiiber,  295,516  acres  are  fo.r:a  land.  3/    There  are  14-  tornships  in 
the  county  and  it  ranks  fifty-third  in  point  of  size  in  the  Stateo 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Van  Buren  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  accoiding 
to  their  origin  and  location;  nai"n.ely,  drift,  terrace,  loess,   and  swainp  and 
botton-'land.     The  drift  soil,  Shelby  loam,   covers  only  5.9  percent  of  the 
area.     Tho  loess  soils  cover  81t6  per'cent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  in- 
to Clinton  looms — 42.4  percent,  Grundjr  silt  loam — 36.7  percent,  Grundy  clay 
loojn- — 1,1  percent,  Marion  silt  loain — 1,2  percent,   and  Lindley  loai"a — 0,2  per- 
cent.    The  terrace  soils  cover  2e5  percent  of  the  area  and  are' divided  into 
Calhoun  silt  loam — 1,8  percent,  Jac^ison  silt  loam — 0.2  percent,  Buclnncr  fine

Topo^^raphy 

Yaji  Bi^ren  County  is  rou[r,hly  divided  into  ti^ro  triangular  area;:;  hy  the  Des 
Iloincci  ?dver,  v;hich  cuts  the  county  diai^onally  from  northwest  to  southeast. 
In  the  northeastern  corner  the  topo^ro.phy  is  rough  and  broken  due  to  the  ero- 
sion caused  by  streams  flov^dng  into  Big  Cedar  Creek,     The  southr/e stern  corner 
is  cut  by  the  narroiv  valleys  of  the  Fo:z  and  Little  Fox  rivers.     The  general 
slope  of  the  entire  county  is  tovrard  the  southeast.     The  Des  Hoinos  :liver 
drains  about  three-fourths  of  the  county.     The  wide  valley  of  this'  river^  to- 
gether with  the  strip  of  more  or  loss  eroded  land  which  borders  it,  consti- 
tutes over  one-half  of  the  area  of  the  county.

Climate

ing season  averaged  168  days  betv/eon  the-  killing  frost  dates  of  April  25  and 
October  8;,  recorded  from  1882  to  1930.  6/ 

Population 

In  1838  the  lovira  Territorial  census  listed  3,174  inhabitojits  in  Vrai  Buren 
County,     This  nuraber  had  increased  to  10^203  when  the  first  State  census  was 
taken  in  1847,  t/    The  greatest  number  of  inhabitants,  17,672,  was  recorded  in 
1870.     The  population  remained  more  or  loss  stationary  until  about  1910  when 
it  began  to  shov/  a  marked  decline. "  It  has  a  density  of  26  persons  per  square

Cooperatives 


In  1937  there  were  three  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
co^^nty'— tiro  creameries  and  one  merchandising  enterprise. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,920  members,  of  which  1,650  vrere  active,   and  1,850 
persons  did  business  with  the  3  concerns.     The  sellin,;3,  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness voluxie  of  $699,065  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  o28,092 
T/orth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  bu^'-  non-farm  comi.iodities  for 
distL^bution  to  their  members  and  patrons,   and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm,  coimiodities  for  t?ieir  members  and  patrons.

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The  greatest  number  of  apple  trecs^,  192, 807^  was  recorded  in  18C4,  but 
the  greatest  number  of  bushels,  110,929,  "v/as  listed  in  1909.     In  1934.-  there 
Y.-ere  only  32,277  trees  and  22,448  bushels.     The  greatest  number  of "  peach  trees 
reported' -.^as  43,453  in  1909,  but  the  greatest  number  of  bushels,   2,  Gil,  v/as 
listed  in  1874.     In  1909,  the  record  yoai-  for  plums,  1,  798  bushels  \ror&  pro- 
duced.    The  -oeak  year  for  cherries  ^.;aG  1874,  v^rhen  17,709  trees  yielded  5,756 
bushels.

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breahdoA/vn.  for  corn  acreage  is  as  lollovfs: 
(1)  all  corn^  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
v/hich  includes  only  that  actually  hushed.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  hushed  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  hushed  by  total  acres  husked)  rjid  added  to  sum- 
mo.tions  of  individual  fs.rm  productions  shoim  as  husked.  This  assuaiios  that 
acreage  not  husked  vrould  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  vere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  "i^as  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  vrould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
hushing  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  ^iiiich  would  have  a  different  cjid  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  i/as  then  multiplied  by  the  acrea.ge  not 
hushed  and  the  total  added  to  that  rs^iorted  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  rjid  not  by  toimships.     The  tormship  yields 
for  these  t./o  years,  then,   are  sonewho.t  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age hvisked  for  grain  ond  bushels  hi;shed»     The  total  corn  acrea';e  is  shovm  by 
tai'.TLShip  v-dth  this  yield,   and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  sho'wn 
to  get  total  production  v/ill  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  o.nd  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  ond  acreage  figures  sho¥jn  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tov/nship  ^delds  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  e::cept  1934  and  1936,
